better if one (Doobev) could dlsouee these matters by taking a direct pert I 

in the discussions • Ve touched on the eubjeot of the ffcdrld radio and the ; 

King's activities in general. Ve also talked of the King's trip to the I 

IT, S. mi Canada, but this subject was left open. If you want to insert ! 

people (In the court) who are in complete harnoarfy with FBFRIMB policy, j 

oan influence the decisions of the King, and reorganise Radio Madrid; I 
figure I am the one. Inasmuch as I was the p»rson who most seriously i 

influenced the Xing to re m ove Malohev. Therefore if I oould take direct I 

pert in the discussions and decisions to be made la the coming weeks In j 

Madrid, ve would bs able to do that which ve desire. If this is your I 

desire, then it is essential that I go to Madrid lanediately and remain at 
least coa month. In order to cover the true ad salon of the Prince to 
Toronto, I organised a party at which I presented the Prince to a circle of 
our friends. General con ver ge tl ons were carried on and it was made known 
that the Prince was there on private business and van returning directly 
to Madrid. In addition to the above I want to bring your attention to on 
impor tant question directly connected with the problems involving King Simeon. 

At ear last meeting when discussing the question of the King 'a visit to 
the U. 3. and Canada, you told me my efforts In this respect were in vain. 

I realise that you have in m ind that if the U.S, were to restore diplomatic 

relations with Bulgaria, a visit by the King would be inconvenient. j 

Therefore I a^ delaying any farther organisation regarding the visit. 

However I have another matter to discuss. If the U.S. restores diplomatic 

relations, then a large number of officials will be sent to the Legation In I 

Sofia. I am the only one capable of organising ny friends inside Bulgaria 

In such a way as to serve our cause. Would it not be possible far me to go j 

to Bulgaria disguised as & member of the American staff l If I had the 

possibility of working there far one year, I would have an irreplaceable 

apparatus of people which would be wonderful far our work.

4, For your Information concerning the eventuality of ay buying a 
restaurant in Toronto to Insure ay future livlihood, as X told you earlier 
If Z oan sake this purchase I can work in the future for yoc without 
requiring any salary.
